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Sierra Madrean is victim of first carjacking in village 


A Sierra Madre resident who asks to remain 
anonymous “because it wouldn’t benefit the story” 
had a frightening experience last Thursday evening 
when, faced with a loaded shotgun, he was not sure 
he would survive the ordeal. 

“It is the only time in my life when I thought 1 
'might be facing death. I had just returned from 
!Washington, D.C., where people are being killed in 
these carjackings,” the victim said. 

A male Hispanic came “charging up 10 feet 
away, pumped a shell into the gun, pulled back the 


hammer and said, ‘Give me your money and your 
keys.’ I threw the money and the keys on the 
sidewalk and dropped down, preventing eye contact. 
Seconds later, a second person came running up, 
opened the door and they drove away, cautioning 
me to stay right there ‘until we’re gone,’ ” the victim 
continued. 

All of this happened in moments at about 7:55 
p.m.. Sept. 17, as he left his car, a 1986 Mustang 
convertible, to enter the public library in the 400 
block of West Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The man lost about $10,000 in the auto and his 


money but still has his life. 

The victim had just come into town from the 
Sears area in Pasadena and said his guard was down. 
“You don’t anticipate something like this happening 
in our town. My biggest disappointment is that it 
happened here’* and he was quick to praise the 
police for their professionalism. 

They were called by a man who was parking in 
front of the library, saw the gunmen and drove off 
quickly, intercepting a policeman nearby. The victim 
also went into the library to call the police and at 
that moment they drove up. 


Police Chief Bill Betts suggested that the auto 
was either taken to a “chop shop” where it was 
immediately dismantled for parts or was repainted 
and is now being driven by the suspects. 


The victim suggested that people write their 
congressmen to urge them toward a bill concerning 
carjacking. The News called Assemblyman Dick 
Mountjoy’s office and was told by Peggy Mew that 
she knew of no bill being introduced but that the 
Assemblyman would surely discuss it with his peers. 


Arguments erupt about legality“opportunity”to help laborers 


Steve Shirley, an attorney in Sierra Madre, 
poked several holes in the draft ordinance, written 
by City Attorney Charles Martin and presented to 
the City Council Tuesday evening. 

“What the ordinance says is that you can get 
out of the car and speak to them (laborers). It 
doesn’t prohibit them from gathering...It is a cruel 
joke. If we cannot understand it, how can they 
understand it? It is going to cause resentment from 
law-abiding citizens...It must be redrafted. It is 
going off in the wrong direction.” 

The draft ordinance, concerning the day 
laborers who inhabit Memorial Park, looking for 
work every day, would prohibit persons from 
standing on the street or public property to solicit 
employment, business or contributions from an 
occupant of any motor vehicle. 

It would also prohibit a person from stopping, 
parking or standing on a street while a vehicle 
occupant attempts to hire a person. 

The proposed ordinance would prohibit within 
a public park any offer or solicitation of 
employment or conduct any commercial activity in 
person or through an agent, except as part of a

public entertainment activity. 

The ordinance, however, notes that is 
permissible for employment solicitation through 
“pedestrian contact, market board advertisement, 
newspaper ads, chamber of commerce offices, 
appropriate signs, church programs and other 
media.” 

It does not prevent them from congregating. 

The draft ordinance states that violation would 
be “considered a misdemeanor.” 

Specific programs and projects by the Sierra 
Madre Congregational Church (which showed 
interest in the men) and the Employment 
Development Department (EDD) do not require city 
regulation or formal City Council action. 
Community action groups, task forces,or ministries 
may intercede and modify or improve the conditions 
there, also, with no intervention from the city. 

On Tuesday evening, citizens drew sides 
quickly. Sandra Harp urged the council to proceed 
to establish an ordinance since “the ordinance is a 
good first step in resolving the problem.” 

Linda Cline who traveled from Altadena said, 
“This is a wealthy community, primarily 
Caucasian...White people don’t like brown people 
hanging out in the park looking for work. It is an 
ugly blight on Sierra Madre. It’s very sad, a 
wonderful opportunity for Sierra Madre. Using 
Judeo-Christian ethics you should bring boxes of 
food and clothing (for them). Don’t get rid of people 
who need help. There but for the grace of God go 
1 .” 

Rosemary Hagerott shot back that she didn’t 
like the word racism (which Cline had used) spoken 
when the legitimacy (of the laborers) should be 
raised. “It’s a smoke screen. Illegally or legally, I 
don’t like to hear about a church’s belief. There is a 
basic concern here: law. If we have a law, we must 
uphold it and not circumvent it.” 

Miles Wagner suggested posting signs in all 
languages, explaining that it is against the law to hire 
an illegal alien. “Get the feds out to investigate. If 


that doesn’t work, have Cal Osha come out. Those 
laborers aren’t being protected for safety.” 

Mayor Gary Adams explained that the city 
had contacted the INS and that there are 1 Vi million 
illegal aliens coming into the United States yearly 
with only Vi million going back. “Each year we gain 
a million...What we have before us is the first draft 
from the city attorney.” 


Harriet Shima talked about safety, safety for 
the day laborers, for the people employing them and 
for those driving the streets in that vicinity. 

Both sides will be gearing up for a battle on Oct. 
27 for the public hearing. 

“We may not adopt an ordinance that night,” 
Mayor Adams stated. 


Native Americans to provide art, 
dancing on Oct. 9,10,11 


At their regular meeting last Tuesday evening. 
Sierra Madre City Council issued a proclamation for 
the support of Religious Freedom Bill SI 10. The 
proclamation will be presented to Inter Tribal 
Veterans of Los Angeles County at the Sierra Madre 
Native American Festival of Music and Arts, on 
Oct. 9. 

A Lee, spokesperson for Inter Tribal Veterans 
explained, “In this year of the ‘Quincentennial’ 
celebrations, as Inter Tribal Veterans, we dedicate 
our efforts to this event to the Native American 
Religious Freedom Bill SI 10. We ask you to join us 
by attending the first of its kind, the music and arts 
festival. The religious Freedom Bill SI 10 was first in¬ 
troduced to the U.S. Senate on Jan. 18, 1991, by 
Senator Inouye of Hawaii.” 

The bill, according to Lee, was for the purpose 
of removing “certain barriers” to the free exercise 
of, and to ensure equal respect and treatment for 
traditional practices by Native Americans, Alaskan 
Natives and Native Hawaiians.” 

Sierra Madre Main Street Chamber of Com¬ 
merce is sponsoring a first-ever Native American 
Festival of Music and Arts, Oct. 9, 10 and 11 in 
Memorial Park, 222 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The fund-raiser is directed by the Inter Tribal 
Veterans of L.A. County and will feature 20 artisans 


who exhibit and sell their works. The art on ex¬ 
hibit will be juried and featured in a gallery in the 
park. There will be award ceremonies there, also, to 
give recognition to the Southern California Native 
American artists. 

Native American food will also be part of the 
event which starts Oct. 9, from noon and ends at 9 
p.m. On Oct. 10, the hours are from 10 a.m. to 9 
p.m. and the following day, from 10 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. 

Lee explained that the Native American’s right 
to Religious Freedom was first recognized in 1978. 
Before then, the religious practices of Native 
Americans were considered illegal. “Our dedicating 
this event to the Religious Freedom Bill SI 10 is in 
show of our support against such injustices,” Lee 
said. 

The group has asked support of the Los Angeles 
County Board of Supervisors and the Los Angeles 
City Council, also, as well as other civic groups. 

Artists will bring both traditional and contem¬ 
porary work such as fine arts, weaving and sewing, 
photography, ceramics and jewelry. 

Members of the Inter Tribal Veterans are 
“mostly combat veterans, born of Indian women,” 
Lee said.

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Barbecue safety tips 

More than 10,000 people are injured 
every year in grill injuries. While out¬ 
door barbecuing remains one of the most 
popular summertime activities, it can 
also present serious health and safety 
hazards. 

The Safety Center offers these tips 
for a safe and fun cookout this summer: 

- Make sure the grill is clean. 

- Use long-handled equipment and 
sharp knives for cooking. 

- Have a water bottle and a fire ex¬ 
tinguisher close by in case of a sud¬ 
den flare up. 

- Line the bottom of the barbecue 
I with aluminum foil and cover it with 
an inch of ash to absorb grease drip¬ 
pings. Stack the charcoal in a pyra¬ 
mid shape at the center of the grill. 

- Read the directions on the lighter 
fluid container carefully. Use only 
the suggested amount, and allow it 
to soak into the coals for a minute 
before lighting. 

- To start the fire, throw a lighted 
match onto the coals or use a fire¬ 
place match. Wait until the coals 
are ash covered (half hour or so) 
and then use a poker to spread them 
out evenly in the grill. Replace the 
food rack and begin cooking. 

- If the coals are too hot, spread 
them out. And if they’re too cool, 
gather them closer together. Never 
squirt starter fluid on a fire or hot 
coals. 

- Douse the grill thoroughly with 
water when finished. Qose the grill’s 
vent and allow the coals to cool over¬ 
night. Dispose of them in a non¬ 
flammable container.

“The Visible Men.” 
The day laborer 
brouhaha appears to be 
missing one important 
point. The dozen or so 
young men waiting on 
the corner each morning 
in hopes of finding a 
day’s work certainly 
seem to have hit a public 
nerve. Certainly they are 
visible, and perhaps their 
skin is a slightly different 
hue than ours—and, 
maybe they have 
trampled a few square 
feet of grass. That few 
square feet of grass does 
not compare with the 
thousands of square feet 
of grass that they mow, 
trim, rake, water, 
fertilize and make green. 

This congregation of 
men is visible, and 
apparently offends the 
sensibilities of some of 
our citizens. The beauty 
these men bring to our 
town is not so visible: It 
isn’t as concentrated as 
they are, it is spread 
through-out the city. We 
take it for granted—as 
though it “just 
happened.” 

Should you happen to 
see one of our day 
laborers fortunate 
enough to find work that 
day, you won’t see a 
graffiti spray can in his 
hand. You’ll see a rake, 
a broom, a paint brush. 


a shovel. He will be 
sweeping the sidewalk, 
laying bricks, repairing a 
leaking sprinkler, 
replacing a broken 
window, painting a 
fence. He will be making 
our town more beautiful. 

There are hundreds of 
elderly homeowners, 
living on fixed incomes 
without enough work to 
be done or the funds to 
engage the services of a 
steady landscaper or 
contractor, who need the 
skills that our day 
laborers possess. Yet, 
there are those among us 
who would run these 
men out of town—so 
that some neighboring 
city can benefit from 
their skills. 

Our leaders ■ have 
apparently put the City 
Attorney to work 
reviewing the ordinances 
of nearby cities to see 
how THEY have solved 
this problem. As far as I 
can see we have no 
problem—other than the 
lazy unimaginative 
thinking that, if allowed 
to continue, will make 
Sierra Madre like every 
other town. 

Doing what the other 
fellow does is a down¬ 
ward spiral, resulting in 
mediocrity. I would 
suggest that our city 
leaders be just 
that—leaders. 


This day laborer issue 
is being blown way out 
of proportion—What 
started out as a 
complaint about a dozen 
or so young men sitting 
in the park has suddenly 

become a crime 
problem, an 

immigration problem, a 
sanitation problem, a 
threat to our hospital 
system—and, worst of 
all, a burden to our 
taxpayers. 

Our day laborers are 
not threatening our jobs. 
They are not elbowing us 
out of the 

unemployment line. All 
they want to do is work. 

At this time of 
continuing budget cuts 
our city crew can barely 
keep the trees trimmed 
and the streets clean. 
There is simply too much 
work to do, to keep 
Sierra Madre 

presentable. Yet, every 
day our laborers can be 
seen sweeping sidewalks 
and gutters, pruning and 
stacking trash. They are 
a perfect adjunct to our 
diminishing city crew. 
We need these men every 
bit as much as they need 
us. 

One of our leaders 
expressed concern that 
the number of laborers 
would “climb to 40, 80 
and over.” I would say 
“Fine.” If 40 workers 


are available that meaniji 
that 40 homes are in neetji 
of repair, improvement! 
or beautification. Wheir! 
the work is done th^;

dwindle. Anyone remote* 
ly familiar with the “Law

While it is true that tortoises like lettuce the way people 
like donuts, in neither case is there much nutritional 
value. Wild tortoises consume a high-roughage, 
moderate-protein, low-fat diet; this can only be approx¬ 
imated in captivity. Adult tortoises should be allowed to 
graze on grass lawns or wild grasses. Dandelions, clover, 
alfalfa hay, rose petals, hibiscus and nasturtium flowers 
are all good “natural” foods. Thawed frozen vegetables, 
sprouts, spinach, Swiss chard, tofu soybean curd, and 
occassional fruits and melons are good food sources also. 

Good occassional protein supplements are water-packed 
tuna, diced chicken, and low-fat dry dog food. An ex¬ 
cellent low -fat cereal and egg based supplement is ex¬ 
panded (-soaked) monkey biscuits (Zu/Preem Primate 
Dry by Hill's) instead of dry dog food. As with all her- 1( 

bivorous reptiles, a vitamin suitable for reptiles should be li 

sprinkled on moistened food. Hatchlings do well with ex- 
panded guinea pig chow plus the grasses, vegetables, 
and flowers as above. AVOID lettuce of all types, cab¬ 
bage, celery and cucumber.Tenet: 90 percent of all rep- 
tile medical problems are due to improper diet and tl 

husbandry. F

Corp reports 
passage of 

Senate bill to 
clean up 
contaminated 
groundwater 

Sen. Newton Russell’s landmark legislation for 
cleanup of contaminated groundwater in the San 
Gabriel Valley has been signed by Gov. Wilson. 
With the signing of Senate Bill 1679, the San Gabriel 
Basin Water Quality Authority will serve as lead 
agency to develop and implement a comprehensive 
plan to remove contaminants from the groundwater. 
A five-member governing board, which will include 
three representatives from the local municipal water 
districts and two members elected by San Gabriel 
Valley cities, will also be established. 

The bill is critical to long-term groundwater 
quality management because it provides the 
technical mechanism for groundwater quality 
management as well as a financial vehicle to 
guarantee the cleanup of volatile organic and nitrate 
contaminants. 

In his report to the Sierra Madre City Council 
Tuesday evening, Charles Corp, director of the San 
Gabriel Valley Municipal Water Distict, applauded 
Russell for his action and also explained that 
cleanup of the pollution in the San Gabriel Valley 
may cost as much as $800 million. 

Corp explained that the San Gabriel Valley 
Municipal Water District is still not sure of how 
much it may be cut because of the dramatic budget 
cuts by the state. 

“It has been getting $1.8 million and we expect 
it to go down $300,0(X) to $4(X),000. There will be 
little effect on Sierra Madre. The district has some 
reserves to offset the reduction,” Corp said Tuesday 
evening. 

The water district has embarked on a program 
with the Upper San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water 
District, an arm of Metropolitan Water District, to 
investigate the feasibility of obtaining reclaimed 
water from the county sanitation district for use 
“where reclaimed water is appropriate, excluding 
percolation into the Main San Gabriel Basin,” Corp 
reported. 


Ernest Hemingway 

“To Have and Have Not” contains all the 
essential Hemingway elements; big-gtune hun¬ 
ting (sports fishing), drinking, guns, lovers who 
love, lovers who fight, fighters who love, lovers

In Marie and Harry 
Morgan, Hemmingway sketches out a plain, 
simple couple approaching middle age, down 
on their luck and scraping to get by with three 
girls to feed (the have nots) but who love each 
other in their simple, rough way (have). He jux¬ 
taposes the Morgans with the Gordons; a 
wealthy, upper crust, glamorous couple (the 
haves) who split after discovering how loveless 
their marriage truly is (have not). As usual, 
Hemingway doesn’t split hairs, nor does he wax 
poetic. Instead, he tells the story in the wonder¬ 
ful way that only he can. “To Have and Have 
Not” may also contain a disturbing allusion to 
Hemingway’s future suicide.

Corp also said tht he wished to renew his 
suggestion that Sierra Madre work with the district 
“to investigate the possibility that Sierra Madre 
develop a well in the San Gabriel Basin.” 

He said, “I hope that city administration and a 
city councilperson will be appointed to pursue more 
information and reach a long-term solution so we’re 
not in a panic when and if there is a shortage of 
water.” 

Corp also'chided The News, saying he was not 
distributing a list of figures as he had at his last 
report to the council. After the last meeting. The 
News called Corp, requesting explanation of the 
figures; however, after two requests, received no 
information. 




City to advise residents of new S.M.A.R.T. rules 


The staff report in the City Council packet in a 
nutshell describes the 1992-93 transportation 
program which will have an impact on the residents 
and senior citizens using the S.M.A.R.T. 
Transportation programs. 

“The new program is currently proposed to 
become effective Nov. 1, 1992, concurrent with the 
new service operator of San Gabriel Transit, Inc., 
for the Dial-A-Ride program.” As of now there is 
still no specific agreement or program. 

“Effective Sept. 14, 1992, no deliveries will be 
funded by Proposition A . Effective Oct. 5, 1992, it 


is recommended that no taxicab service outside the 
city limits will be funded. Intercity service will still 
be provided with increased voucher costs and posted 
taxicab rates from the city limits and/or increased 
Dial-A-Ride fare of $1. Service requests within the 
city will also increase to 50 cents with a 25 cents fare 
for trips which begin or end within the central 
business district.” 

The city plans to have a new brochure with new 
specs by mid-October. 

1 he City Council, sitting as the CRA, Tuesday 
evening, voted to pay $23,608 for an audiovisual 


improvement system for the council chamber. 

Mayor Pro Tem Clem Bartolai qualified his 
“yes” vote when he said, “Under different 
circumstances, I would vote against using CRA 
funds in this way. It’s intolerable about what’s 
happening to cities. We have to use CRA funds to 
protect general funds.” 

The work should be completed by early 
December, said Assistant City Administrator Scan 
Joyce. 

On Oct. 13, the City Council will hold a public 
hearing concerning a change in the costs of 


overnight parking permits. A summary by Police 
Chief Bill Betts explains that there are about 562 
permits issued; an average of 48 vehicles per night on 
temporary permits and an average of 173 citations 
per month. Overnight parking permits are $25 per 
year. Betts suggests charging $25 as an investigation 
fee and establishing a new fee of $15 for the fee 
itself. 

Mayor Gary Adams said he would much rather 
see it rise to $60 per year. “This would give”them 
more incentive to move stuff out of the garage”i and 
use the garage to house autos.

It 
is billed as a comedy, 
and its sharp and witty 
dialogue certainly pro¬ 
duces a lot of laughs, but 
like all the best 
comedies, it also has 
something to say. 

The story concerns 
Sally, the 40-plus mother 
of 17-year-old David. 
David is brain damaged 
and spends his time 
playing with infant toys 
and watching old 
movies. Not only that, 
but Sally’s problems 
include her determined 
sister, Bea, her ex- 
husband Phil, her 
pregnant, soon-to-be- 
married daughter, 
Susan, and the Child 
Welfare Department of 
the State of New York. 
Then there comes the 
attractive, suitable man 
that Bea almost forcibly 
introduces her to. But all 
these things are 
secondary to her deep 
love and concern for 
David. Intermittent 
flashbacks show the 
audience how she has 
been dealing with her 
problems, which do 
much to explain them. 

This is a funny 
situation? Well, better to 


laugh than cry, and Sally 
has built a hard shell of 
comic remarks in 
response to sympathizers. 

This is realistic comedy, 
but it gradually becomes 
very upbeat, and Sally’s 
relationship with her 
sister is one of the best 
parts of this well written 
play. They know each 
other so well that they 
can fight honestly on the 
surface, knowing that 
the abiding affection 
underneath is 

untouchable. 

The actors, of course, 
are responsible for the 
inner agenda of the 
sharply comic lines, and 
Ellen Greene as Sally and 
Carol Located ds Bea 
create an ambiance 
of understanding that 
one wishes were as secure 
in all families. 

Greene, on stage 
almost every minute, is a 
wonder, but everybody 
else is good too: Leah 
Remini as the resentful 
daughter, Vasili 
Bogazianos as the worn- 
out ex-husband and 
Norman Snow as the 
attractive new man.

“David’s Mother” is a 
beautifully written play 
about real people and 
carries some quiet pathos 
behind its laughter. It 
plays on the boards as 
well. Funny, yes, but 
thoughtful too and 
excellently cast. 

In “The Pleasure of 
His Company” by 
Samuel Taylor and 
Cornelia Otis Skinner, a 
young girl is about to be 
married, right out of 
college. Her mother is 
committed to a large 
society wedding since her 
stepfather is Somebody 
in Sacramento.

Is life so different in Russia? Yes,

French student Celine Delaporte rareljy talks a 
lot, at least not in an interview, her host family’s 
there to help with any troublesome words. 

But when she does talk, you lean in to listen. 
Her speech has the unmistakeable sonance of 
English spoken by the French. It was, in fact, the in¬ 
terviewer who needed help, to understand the accent 
in a few instances. 

With her speech, her reserved, knowing manner 
and 16-year-old freshness, and she seems, well, 
exotic. 

Which is exactly the word Celine used to 
describe this “very different” country and her reac¬ 
tions to it on first visit. (Think about that the next 
time you are out driving on the freeway.) 

By now, however, America is a familiar face. 
On Aug. 28, Celine wrapped up her third summer 
visit in three years to this country and to Sierra 
Madre. 

Like last year, she stayed with Dr. Paul Neiby 
and his wife, Louise, continuing a friendship that 
began literally over the garden gate. They met two 
summers ago, when Celine’s family exchanged 
homes with the Biekbfsky family next door. 

“That was how we met, and we’ve just main¬ 
tained the friendship,” Louise Neiby explained. 

“We had great parties,” Celine said, smiling. 

Celine came back by herself in 1991. This year 
she not only came back to the United States, she first 
went off by herself on a language trip to Russia, 
staying in St. Petersburg and Moscow. 

“A lot of people want to know about Russia, if 
it’s as bad as we hear, and it is,” she commented. 

When the students who were supposed to meet 
her at the airported didn’t, Celine started conversa¬ 
tion with a Russian journalist. The woman’s earn¬ 
ings equal $15 a month, and she shares a three-room 
apartment with two other families, Celine learned. 

“Of course she doesn’t have any car.” 

Inflation has made conditions worse for the 
journalist and other Russians, Celine observed. 
“She doesn’t know how her life is going to be.” 

Whatever happens, the black market is there. 
This brand of entrepreneurship allowed Celine to 
by a substantial winter Russian army coat on Red 
Square for $20. It also clears the regular markets of 
goods. 

“When the markets open in the morning, so¬ 
meone goes and buys everything, and sells it 
elsewhere,” she said. “So if you go to the market 
after 10 o’clock there’s nothing in it, really 
nothing.” 

Russia was interested in Celine, too: a radio sta¬ 
tion interviewed her, a television station wanted to 
tape the student skating on her Rollerblades. 

But Celine, sitting at the Neiby home with its 
pool, guest house and gated yard, said she turned
